of the organization and management 
of that most complicated of all pieces 
of machinery—man—which has been 
my province. 


DEPENDED ON THS MEN. 


"Speaking from experiences, 
we 


had not gone very far in manufac- 
turing before discovering; that per- 
fect management in every depart- 
ment was needed and that this de- 
pended upon the men 
in charge. 


Thus began the practice of interest- 
ing the young geniuses around us, 
as they proved 
their 
ability 
to 


achieve unusual results, the source 
of big dividends. 
These 
received 


small percentages in the firm, w.hich 
were credited to them at the actual 
cash invested, no charge being made 
for good will. 
TJpon this they were 


charged interest 
and the 
surplus 


earned each year beyond this was 
credited to their account. By the 
terms of the agreement three-quar- 
ters of their colleagues had the right 
to cancel it, paying the party the 
sum then to his credit. 
Th'is pro- 


vision was meant to meet possible 
extreme cases of incompatibility of 
temper, or if the recipient 
should 


prove incapable of development or of 
enduring prosperity. 
At death the 


interest reverted to tho firm at its 
book value. 
The young men were 


not permitted to assume any finan- 
cial obligation and not until their 
share was fully paid by the profits 
and there was no further liability 
upon it was it transferred to them. 
Thus thoughts of possible loss never 
prevented concentration upon their 
daily duties. 
They were not ab- 


sorbed in the daily quotations, for 
the shares were not upon the stock 
exchange or transferable. This pol- 
icy resulted in making some forty 
odd young partners, a number which 
was increased at the beginning of 
each year. 


THE CASE OF CAPTAIN JONES. 
"We did not 
fail to see, as the 


works enlarged, how much 
success 


depended upon the mechanical men, 
the superintendents and foremen, y&t 
not one of these had up to that time 
been admitted as a partner. The bus- 
iness and the meclhanioal men—office 
and mill—were still widely separat- 
ed. Well do I remember the first 
attempt to bring these two depart- 
ments into closer relations. It was 
made with our Captain Jones, one of 
your members, well known and ap- 
preciated by many of you as in th.3 
foremost ranks of managers, .perhips 
the foremost of his day in America. 
He came to us as a working me- 
chanic at eight shillings per 'day. I 
explained to the captain how several 
of the younger men in the business 
department had been made partners 
and were actually receiving 
much 


greater rewards than he, while his 
services were at least equally valua- 
ble, and informed him that we wished 
to make him a partner. I shall nev : 
forget his reply. 
'Mr. Canxop.ie, I 


am, much obliged, but I know noth- 
ing about business and nev&r w;sh to 
be troubled with it—I have pler.ty to 
trouble me h?re . in 
these. works. 


Leave me as I am and just give me a 
thundering salary.' 'Hereafter,' I 
said, -the salary of the president of 
the United States is yours, captain,' 
and so it remained till the sad day 
of his death.

this time there should be advocated 
the provision by law in each state for 
an inipector of county and munici- 
pal institutions, whether under tte 
authority of a board .of control or of 
a state board of charities or by ap- 
pointment by the governor is imma- 
terial. The inspector of county and 
municipal charities under state pay 
and endorsement and with sufficient 
length of term to warrant him in pre- 
paring himself properly for his du- 
ties, by personal visitation, publica- 
tion of reports, suggestions and ad- 
vice, could give the proper impetus 
to reforms that result in great in-, 
rrovement in a very sho't t=me. 


"A review of the condition of the 


statutes of the various states on the 
subject of municipal and county char- 
ities and out-door relief shows that 
in very few states has much thought 
or attention been given in recent 
yeais to the modification or improve- 
ment of ancient laws."
